Four bond issues will be submitted

Women can vote for presidential 
preference and on the bond issue but 
not for ward committeemen, delegates, 
or alternates. 

Voters who have voted at a Demo- 
cratic primary since April 13, 1918, 
cannot vote in the Republican primary, 
and those who have voted at a Repub- 
lican primary since that date cannot 
vote in the Democratic primary. You 
cannot vote at all unless you are prop- 
erly registered in your home precinct. 
In the country towns of Cook county 
voters of each party will vote for one 
precinct committeeman in each - pre- 
cinct, for national convention dele- 
gates and alternates, and for their presi- 
dential preference.

MRS. F.K. LANE 


Daughter of James G. 
Blaine Is Co-Author. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., April 12.—[Spe- 
cial.]—-Phychic messages from a spirit 
that has never been on earth, received 
by Mrs. Franklin K. Lane, wife of the 
former secretary of the interior, and 
Mrs. Harriet Blaine Beale, daughter 
of James G. Blaine, are recorded in a 
book they have published under the 
title, “To Walk with God.” 
Even to the title the book is a record 
of the first experience of Mrs. Lane 
and Mrs. Beale in automatic writing 
during the summer of 1919, when both 
were engrossed in war relief work and 
Mrs. Lane was directing the convales- 
cent home established through her ef- 
forts as an adjunct to Walter Reed 
hospital. 


Reverence Inspires Book. 

With dignity and reverent sincerity 
the authors have related the results of 
their eqperience, which after weeks of 
constant effort resulted in a series of 
“lessons” and an appendix in which 
is set forth with fidelity the notes 
taken of the first four lessons “ show- 
ing just how we received the series, 
also the correction and revision of the 
lessons given at a later date.” 
Entering on the experiment early 
last June, Mrs. Lane and Mrs. Beale 
agreed to meet every day for two weeks 
at a given time. 

Using a planchette, they obtained at 
first “only circles, words, and frag- 
ments of sentences, With irrelevant

DEAD; GRIFFIN 
ADMITS KILLING 


Tragedy in Ist Nat'l 
Bank Building. 


William C. Bryan, promoter of 
stocks and bonds, was found murdered 
last night in the offices of the Insur- 
ance Trust company, 1619-24 First Na- 
tional Bank building. 

Four hours later, J. Ellsworth Grif- 
fin, his business associate and presi- 
dent of the concern, confessed to two 
reporters for THE TRIBUNE that he shot 
Bryan. 

At 8:15 o’clock Frank Jensen, a night 
watchman in the First National build- 
ing suspecting trouble, investigated 
the offices of Griffin and Bryan. Griffin 
was staggering through the corridor. 
Jensen opened the office door. He stum- 
bled over the body of Bryan. 


Slayer’s Wife Appears. 

The next moment was tragic. Mrs. 
Griffin, wife of the slayer, hurried down 
the corridor. The continued absence of 
her husband from their home, 849 
Castlewood terrace, had drawn her in 
quest of him. She entered the offices 
and came ful] upon the scene of 
tragedy. 

Griffin still was staggering aimlessly 
about. Bryan apparently was only un- 
conscious. The conclusion was that he 
had fallen into an intoxicated stupor 
Land perhaps Had hurt himself by the 
fall. The police were summoned, 

Mrs. Griffin hurried to the Morrison 
hotel, where Mr. and Mrs. Bryan had 
been living ever since they came to 
Chicago from Indianapolis six months 
ago, when Bryan joined Griffin’s 
company. She called Mrs. Bryan. 
Together the women hurried back to 
the bank building. Upstairs there was 
the turmoil of gathering policemen and 
the bustle of detectives. 

Even up to this time it was sup- 
posed that nothing more than a brawl 
of inebriates had occurred. The police 
examined Bryan's clothing and person, 
“ Taking Him to Morgue.” 
“To what hospital wiil you take my 
husband?” asked Mrs. Bryan, nerv- 
ously. 
“We're taking him to the morgue,” 
returned a brusque policeman. A gent- 
ler one among the police supported 
her as she swayed. 
Bryan's body was removed to the 
morgue of the Central Undertaking 
company. A still closer examination 
was made. Two bullet holes were 
found. The flash was sent to the homi- 
cide squad. In a few moments a 
squad of detectives were in the offices 
of the bond and insurance company. 
Jensen, the night watchman, had 
found and produced a pistol from which 
three shots had been fired. Griffin, 
deeply intoxicated, muttering unin- 
telligently, was removed to the Iro- 
quois Memorial hospital. here was 
a cut on his face, the mark of a brawl. 
His condition from excess of liquor 
made it impossibie immediately to 
question him. He was permitted to 
sleep for a time. 


GRIFFIN ADMITS SHOOTING 


Aroused from his drunken slumber 
at the Iroquois hospital, Griffin con- 
fessed the shooting to two reporters for 
Tue TRIBUNE shortly after midnight. 
“Did you shoot Bryan?” 
The question was shouted at the in- 
toxicated man a dozen times. He made 
vague answers sometimes. Often he 
refused to reply. Then 
“Did you shoot Bryan?” 
Griffin waved his right hand bel- 
ligerently. 
‘Yes, you ——. Yes, I shot him.” 
Arrangements were then made to 
take him to the bridewell hospital for 
a complete statement. 

Rouse Him to Speech. 
Griffin was in charge of Detective 
Sergeant William Knowles when the 
two reporters, with a physician, ar- 
rived at the hospital. Previous ef- 
forts to revive him had been a failure. 
The man was moved into a sitting 
position. His face was gently slapped 
to jolt him into sensibility. He re 
sponded with curses. *

and the reporters and the intoxicated 
man follows:

Strikers Put 
Tighter Coils 
_AroundN. Y. 


New York, April 12—[Special.J— 
The “outlaw” strike made big gains 
today and tonight, wiping out the 
suburban service of the Central Rail- 
road of New Yersey, which had been 
previously unaffected by the strike, 
and further sharp reductions of the 
passenger service of the Pennsylvania 
and New Haven. The Long Island 
passenger service w:.s impeded, but not 
disorganized. 

Unloading and transportation of mail 
by United States soldiers has begun 
in Jersey City to combat the rail 
strike. Seventeen army trucks, each 
manned by five, were sent there today 
from Camp Merritt. On each truck 
were a chauffeur, two guards with 
automatic pistols, and two workers. 

The strongest stand was made by 
the New York Central, which main- 
tained its passenger service uninter- 
rupted in the face of scattering strikes 
of switchmen and yardmen, and con- 
tinued to run “food speciais” from 
Chicago. These now form the lifeline 
of New York. 


Rebels Hiss Union Chiefs. 


Strikers in a Jersey City meeting to- 
night refused to listen to Mr. Shea and 
other officials of the international] broth- 
erhoods when they tried to urge them 
to return to work pending a_ settle- 
ment. Each time Mr. Shea attempted 
to speak hisses and “ booes” drowned 
ut his voice, and. men shouted: 

“Shut up, sit down, or get out!” 

“Outlaw ” agitators sought to induce 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit company .em- 
ployés to follow the example of the 
Hudson tube employés and close 
down the service. THis move was 
opposed by uni®n officials. Receiver 
‘Lindley Garrison issued a statement 
threatening the discharge of any who 
quit. 
The twenty-seven ferry boats, main- 
tained in spite of the railroad boat- 
men’s strike, handled big crowds of 
commuters.

The Lilinoig Cen 
tral railroad was operating a full force 
of engines and freight traffic was & 
per cent normal. The St. Paul, Wier 
the troubles started two weeks ago 
was opertaing 114 crews, and was al 
most at normal, according to the map 
angement and the brotherboods. 

The Northwestern reported its yard 
nearer normal than in a month 
that eighteen yardmasters had re 
turned to work. The road lifted its 
freight embargoes.

Public’s Patience Breaking. 
The public showed the first signs of | 
asserting its power. Business men | 
boarded a train at Morristown, N. J., 
when the firemen had struck and shov- 
eled coal all the way to New York.

Coal Famine Is Feared. 

The possibility of a coal famine 
loomed up with the walkout of switcli- 
men at the Lehigh Valley yards at 
Perth Amboy. All ccal depots are shut 
down and no fresh supplies are being 
moved. 
Strike sympathizers committed their 
first act of violence when an iron bar 
was hurled through the window of a 
Central Railroad of New Jersey train, 
injuring 4 passenger. 

Train crews of four mail trains of 
the Erie were attacked at Port Jervis, 
N. Y., and railroad officials announced 
Port Jervis was absolutely controlled 
by the strikers.

“In protecting a population of five 
millions from robbery and worse, we 
were not guilty of any hostile act 
against the signatory powers.

The complaint might be in part 
justified if the laborers actually were producing 
more. as Mr. Johnstone implies, but they are not. 
In the very case to which he has reference, a strike 
of some 900 stock handlers threw approximately 
40,000 workers out of employment at the stock- 
yards for several days, and absolutely cut off 
production for that period. ‘ 

On the heels of that strike come the railroad 
difficulties, and again production has practically 
ceased at the stockyards and in numerous other 
lines in which unions in no way affiliated with the 
railroad men, and the public, are innocent victims. 

Already 12,000 men have been thrown out of em- 
ployment and production has been reduced 75 per 
cent jn the Gary blast furnaces. Several! thousand 
are reported idle or facing immediate idleness at 
the Corn Products company plant at Argo.

GOOD CAUSE FOR BOASTING. 

INCE boasting and bragging, along

mental slants, seem to be spreading, 

the health men might as well get 

Into the game. Forty years ago yellow 

fever kitked communities around as it 

pleased. Now almost anybody can kick 
yellow fever. 

Now comes Guayaquil, Ecuador, saying 
“ Yellow fever! Bah! Give us some- 
thing hard.” The first record of yellow 
fever at Guayaquil was in 1842. During 
that year it was estimated that one- 
half the population of the city died 
from the disease. In the last twenty 
years the disease, having been driven 
from North America, Central America, 
Cuba, Rio Janeiro, in fact all Brazil 
,and Panama, seemed to find a natural 
| home in Guayaquil and vicinity. 


> 

The Gorgas commission reported that 
yellow fever could be eradicated from 
the west coast of South America by 
eradicating it at Guayaquil. The inter- 
national board of health of Ecuador 
entered Into an arrangement to wipe out 
the disease. Under the arrangement the 
authorities were to isolate the cases and 
fumigate the houses. The international 
health board was to mosquito-pro6f 
the water receptacles. Dr. Connor re- 
ports on the mosquito proofing measures 
and the effects on yellow fever. 

The city water supply is inadequate, 
and each family has a water barrel or 
tank. These were found to be uncovered 
and infested with mosquito larve. Ex- 
periments were made with, minnows 
placed in these tanks and barrels. They 
found that a minnow called the chata 
ate larve voraciously, was hardy under 
tank life conditions, would not jump 
out of the water, and dived fr the bot- 
tom when water was being dipped from 
the barrel. Other kinds of minnows were 
less effective, for one reason or another. 

The second measure was covering the 
tanks and barrels with fine screening. 
The third, inspection to see that the 
screens were in use and In good order. 

The city was divided into ten districts, 
and an inspector called at each house at 
least once a week. Galvanized iron, 
copper, screening and wooden covers 
were tried. Galvanized iron covers were 
found most satisfactory. In the case 
of tanks emptied by a faucet and filled 
through a pipe the cover was sealed on, 
and the inspector saw to it that the seal 
was not broken. 

Public codperation was obtained by 
the use of the newspapers, by public 
lectures, posters and handbooks. 

The yellow fever mosquito ts a house 
mosquito, and in order to control it 
nothing more is required than attention 
to breeding places in and very close 
to houses.

MAKING BRAN BREAD. 

G. H. writes: “I inclose a recipe for 
bran bread. It is very palatable as weil 
as healthful: Two cups bran, two cups 
graham or whole wheat, one-half cup 
sugar, two-thirds tablespoon soda, two- 
thirds tablespoon salt, one egg, two 
cups sour milk or buttermilk, one-half 
cup light brown molasses, one cup seed- 
ed dates; nuts if desired. Mix dry in- 
gredients and wet ingredients separate- 
ly, then combine. Add nuts and dates 
last. This makes two loaves. Bake 
about fifty minutes in a slow oven. The 
measurements are all level.”

To them Mr. Lamont showed a fair 
and open mind and a willingness to see 
them all and to listen to their argu- 
ments. At private conferences by the 
scores, great dinners and luncheons 
and official functions, Mr., Lamont 
proved he smpathizes with China's 
problems and that America, backed by 
England and France, actually want 
to help China build the railroads and 
develop the public utilities, etc. 

Jape Get Equal Terms. 

On account of this very sympathy 
they have trusted him to compel Japan 
to join the consortium on equal terms 
with the other three nations and to 
help China break the yoke Japan has 
fastened on its neck.

HERE is too much snagging be- 
ing done in the waters of Iilli- 
nois. A sportsman residing in 
Dixon says: “ We are located on 
the Rock river, and right here in town 
‘is a dam. With the last three weeks 
no less than a dozen pike, ranging 
from three pounds to eight pounds, 
have been taken from just below the 
dam. These have been taken by what 
is known as snagging. A long line, 
with a very heavy weight on the end 
and from one to ten hooks strung along 
the line, is used. This is jerked quick- 
ly through the water and the fish are 
caught this way. No telling how many 
fish are injured or killed while catch- 
ing one. Will you please give me your 
opinion of the law in regard to this 
kind of fishing? Some of the fishermen 
defy any one to arrest them. 

“Cheer up! Last night four of us 
took six wall eyes on live minnows, the 
first to be caught here this year.” 


The laws of Illinois do not expressly 
prohibit the use of snag lines, but it 
is a decidedly low brow form of fish- 
ing, and it should be discouraged as 
much as possible. As a rule, it is ef- 
fective only below dams, and usually 
the snagger, in his desire to get fish, 
will get within 100 feet of the dam, 
which {s unlawful, and that’s the time 
to get him. 


The snagger does not fish for sport 
but for meat, and if he keeps outside 
the 100 foot lWmit of the dams he is 
not likely to get any more fish than the 
man fishing with a baited hook. The 
practice encourages {llegal fishing, and 
a law prohibiting the use of snag lines 
would deprive no man of sport. We 
hope the words, “snag lines,” will be 
added to the section of the Illinois 
laws that mentions illegal fishing de- 
vices.

Guarded insinuations that State’s At- 
torney Maclay Hoyne was a silent part- 
ner in the bankrupt firm of Eugene 
Hoyne &' Co., board of trade brokers, 
were made yesterday by Attorney 
Jacob Ringer, representing creditors 
of the Hoyne firm, before Federal!

The annual army appropriation bill, 
carrying a total of $377,246,944, .or 
$605,533,076 less than the war depart- 
ment estimates, was reported to the 
house today by the committee on mili- 
tary affairs. 

The amounts are based on an army 
of an average strength of 175,000 en- 
listed men and about 16,000 officers for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1921, 
as against 576,000 the department 
wanted. 

The total is $395,077,933 less than 
was appropriated for the army during 
the current fiscal year.
